WHAT ACT MEANS 


Dominion May Regulate Import 
and Export of Dairy Products 
Substitutes

OTTAWA — The Dairy Products Act, 
that is the act “to establish national 
standards for dairy products and to 
regulate interprovincial and interna- 
tional trade in dairy products” has be- 
come law in the final hours of the ses- 
sion of Parliament; but because of its 
implications or ‘what were considered 
its implications, it didn’t have an en- 
tirely quiet passage. The object of the 
act is to make the law to conform 
with the decision of the Privy Council 
of a couple of years ago, and to set a 
pattern for grading and standards of 
dairy products throughout the country. 


What Privy Council Decision Meant 


The Dairy Products Act has been on 

the statute books, with some modifica- 
tions since 1886, and was based on the 
power of the Federal Government reg- 
ulations in respect to dairy products 
anywhere in the Dominion. Until the 
decision of the Privy Council was 
handed down, the Federal regulations 
on standards, and prohibition of sub- 
stitutes, were in force. The Privy 
Council judgment said in effect that 
the Federal Government can prohibit 
import. and interprovincial trade, but 
cannot prohibit manufacture and sale 
of substitutes in any province. That 
affected the whole principle of the 
original act. 

The reference to.the Privy Council 
wasn’t on margarine alone, but one 
section of the old act did prohibit im- 
port, manufacture and sale of substi- 
tutes. With the decision on the ap- 
peal, several Provinces began to manu- 
facture margarine (Quebéc and Prince 
Edward Island have prohibited it). The 
new act is an overhauling of previous 
legislation, and to limit its application 
to import, export and interprovincial 
trade. The idea in relation to dairy 
products grading is much the same as 


in regard to eggs, that is to set a pat- 


tern on standards and grading to be 
carried out jointly by the Federal and 
Provincial authorities. 

Main Provisions of Act 


The new legislation will provide 
for the Federal Government to 
regulate (a) the importation, ex- 
portation and movement of such 
substitutes, (b) the designation of 
products to be classed as substitutes 
for a dairy product, (c) the importa- 
tion, exportation and interprovincial 
movement of dairy products contain- 
ing fat or oil other than that of milk. 

Some of the arguments advanced by 
those opposing the new law had to do

_F.U.A. May Hold 
special Convention 
During Month of July 


Following the refusal of the 
Federal Cabinet to meet a further 
delegation from the Western Farm 
Unions, a special Convention to 
consider ways and means of get- 
ting action on wheat prices is be- 
ing considered, President Henry 
Young. of the F.U.A. advises The 
Western Farm Leader. 

A letter has been sent to all 
Central Board members by the 
F.U.A. President, suggesting that 
a special Convention be called 
to meet in Edmonton during July. 
A decision on this jmportant mat- 
ter is expected in the near future. 

If this Convention materializes, 
it will be the first time in the his- 
tory of Alberta farm organizations, 


that such a convention has been 
called.

with the danger that the Federal 
Government might later regulate in- 
terprovincial trade in some other com- 
modities, It could act as a precedent. 


The difficulty of enforcement was also 
urged. Freedom of trade between the 
Provinces was one of the bases of the 
constitution, it was stated. There was, 
however, the regulation of liquor trade 
between the Provinces some time ago. 


One Cause for Anxiety 

One of the things that creates some 
anxiety is the tendency across the bor- 
der or at least the suggestion from 
there that they might for example be 
making ice cream from powdered milk 
and some vegetable oils leaving out 
butter fat.- To what extent this might 
develop across the border is not 
known, but it shows that the dairy 
industry here may in the future not be 
faced with margarine alone. 


It was mainly in the senate that 
opposition to the bill was quite strong. 
An effort to defeat it in that chamber 
was lost by a vote of 21 to 15, and 
the bill finally passed without amend- 
ment on the Saturday morning, June 
30th, the last day of the session. 

Feed Grains Freight Allowances 


The agricultural estimates that 
passed Parliament shortly before ad- 
journment contained the provision, 
now pretty well established, of freight 
allowances on feed grains from Fort 
William to Eastern farmers. The con- 
tinuation of this policy was announced 
some time earlier. This allowance is 
unquestionably a help to farmers in 


the Central and Eastern sections of 
Canada.

DDRESSING ihe Annual Convention of 
the Central Alberia Dairy Pool at 
Rimbey on Tuesday, June 19th, James 

A. Wood of Elnora, President of the Pool, pre- 
sented the striking and highly gratifying 
figures on the operations of the last fiscal year 
which are quoied above. 


Production Increased 


Mr. Wood reported that pro- 
duction for 1950 was 5,372,677 
lbs. of butterfat, an increase of 
726,093 over 1949, while the 
Province showed a decline of 
744,967 lbs. of butterfat for the 
same period. The C.A.D.P.

handled 1,031,900 dozen eggs, 
against 1,027,354 dozen for 
1949, an increase of 4,546 dozen 
over the previous year. 

Of live and dressed poultry, 
the Pool handled 461,454 Ibs., 
against 529,464 lbs. in 1949.

Payments Pool Has Made in 26 
Years 

During the 26 years’ history 
of the Pool, President Wood 
was able to report, “we have 
paid out in cash final payments 
$391,389.54; and have issued 
$1,069,692.23 in participations, 
or a grand total of $1,461- 
081.77 and we _ have re- 
deemed in cash 464,151.20 of 
participations issued to date, 
or a total of cash returned of 
$843,540.74, which is over and 
above market prices. 


“Also during these twenty- 
six years we have invested $1,- 
243,805.53 in plants, plant 
equipment and land, on which 
we have. depreciated $648,- 
890.84, or slightly over 50%. 


“With the redemption of 
Series “P” for the year 1944 of 
$63,112.68 for cash this year, we 
are. now on a six-year cycle.” 

Mr. Wood prefaced his ad- 
dress by saying that “for the 
second time since the forma- 
tion of our organization our 
soldiers are on foreign soil 
fighting and dying to keep 
‘our way of life’.”’ 

‘Discussing the quality of 
C.A.D.P. products, Mr. Wood 
said: : 

Quality and Prices of Butterfat 

“54.4% of all butterfat produced in 
Alberta in 1950 graded Special. While 
the average of our sixteen creameries 
is well above this figure for Special 
cream bought by them. The Province 
produced 93.4% of First Grade butter. 
We have three plants that produced 
100% First Grade Butter. 

“Last year we had a floor price of 
53 cents per pound. This year the Dairy 
Farmers asked for a floor price of 
sixty-two cents, and we were given a 
floor price of fifty-eight cents a pound. 
Last year we had a surplus of over 
twenty millions pounds on May Ist; 
now butter will likely be in short sup- 
ply this coming winter and prices 
could be above what they are today. 

“The membership fund now stands 
at $13,600.18. 2,566 new members join- 
ed in 1950. 

“The Employees’ and Members’ In- 
vestment Fund is still open for invest- 
ment to members and employees.” 

Reviewing the position of each 
C.A.D.P. unit, President Wood gave 
the following summary: 

Alix: Our number one unit, had an 
excellent year. Considerable repair 
was done to this plant and a new can 
washer installed lately. 

Acme: Butterfat production down 
for the year. A “problem” unit. 

Bentley: Increase in butterfat vol- 
ume at this unit for the year. Mem- 
bers produce a high quality. Branch

Memorable Convention at Rimbey

ELEGATES and visitors who attended the Twenty-sixth 
Annual Convention of the Central Alberta Dairy Pool at 


~Rimbey will long remember the occasion. 


It was one 


of the most interesting in the history of the Pool, and a very 


pleasant one. 
Pleasurable on Every Ground 


The financial reports, as indicated 
elsewhere, were of course, highly grati- 
fying — dealing as they did with a 
year in which many records were 
shattered. But the day at. Rimbey 
proved pleasurable on a number of 
grounds. 

Attendance of delegates was regret- 
ably cut down considerably, however, 
owing to the difficulties of travel even 
on some roads called gravelled; there 
being 36 present out of 56. That was a 
disadvantage; but those who could 
get in to the Convention were grati- 
fied by the excellent arrangements 
made for the day’s events in a town 
which deserves praise for the degree 
of modernization which it has attain- 
ed. The drive to Rimbey, through the 
beautiful Blindman Valley — green, 
someone said, as Ireland — was de- 
lightful. 

Inspect Modern Plant 

The policy of changing the place of 
meeting from year to year, so that 
delegates may get to know something 
about the various plants they own in 
the wide area of Central Alberta and 
of the different farming communities, 
was: amply vindicated. During the 
lunch hour, large numbers of the 
owners of the C.A.D.P. (delegates and 
other members) took advantage of the 
opportunity to inspect the modern 
creamery managed by Gerry Fry; and 
learned that from this plant a number 
of lines are successfully carried on as 
well as the main creamery business — 
in fluid milk, eggs and poultry, pro- 
cessing and curing, in meat sales, 
while large space is given to cold stor- 
age lockers. The development of these 
different lines was begun when the 
original, pioneer plant was owned by 
the Lundbergs. 

Banquet in Evening 

At the excellent evening banquet, 
served by the Wooddale- Women’s Insti- 
tute under the convenership of Mrs. W. 
S. Mellis of Rimbey, a large company 
enjoyed a program which included 
piano solos by Miss Montalbetti and 
vocal solos by Mr. Shalenko, while Mr. 
Mathias led the general sing song. 

Doug Thornton, Educational Director 
of the U.F.A. Co-operative, showed a 
short film of the processes in the 
C.A.D.P. condensery at Red Deer on a 
typical working day, commentary 
having been prepared by Messrs. Nor- 
man Kirkham and Harry Price. 

President J. A. Wood as master of 
ceremonies introduced the invited 
guests, including Roy Marler, President 
of the A.F.A., J. C. Mayne, supervisor 
of the Royal Bank; President Mad- 
docks of the Northern Alberta Dairy 
Pool; Norman F. Priestley, Secretary of 
the Alberta Co-operative Union; D. H. 
McCallum, Deputy Minister of Agricul- 
ture; all of whom brought greetings 
and congratulations on the achieve- 
ment of the Pool. 

Among the guests too were those 
who had spoken at the afternoon ses- 
sion, whose names appear elsewhere. 

Robert McNicol, manager from Cal- 
gary of Stewart, Bowman, Macpherson, 


Ltd., the advertising agency which is

Mr. McCallum expressed the hope 
that the farmers would not liquidate 
cattle beyond reasonable limits; ‘as it 
was quite possible that we should run 
into marketing problems for grain, and 
it might be difficult to find enough 
stock to use the feed supplies.

At Business Session 

At the business session, ably chaired 
by R. R. Armstrong of Olds, very 
thorough discussion took place on the 
reports dealing with various aspects 
of the Pool’s business, Auditor McCan- 
nel and General Manager Johnstone 
answering questions in great detail; 
while F. J. Fitzpatrick, Supervisor of 
Co-operative Activities, in the course of 
a brief address stressed the value of 
reserves. 

Poultry producers have been work- 
ing for two years to obtain the neces- 
sary enabling Provincial legislation 
in Alberta which would make possible 
the setting up of a well-co-ordinated 
plan for the marketing of their pro- 
ducts in a national way through an 
organization of their own, Karl Kapler 
told the convention. They had not 
been successful. Mr. Kapler reviewed 
present market trends in poultry pro- 
ducts. 

The delegates went on record to this 
effect: 

“In view of the great satisfac- 
tion expressed by the members of 
the C.A.D.P. as a whole in regard 
to the payment of participation 
series this year, that if it is con- 
sistent with good business prac- 
tices, the Directors of the C.A.D.P. 
endeavor to retain the six-year 
cycle.”

CBC CONTROL VINDICATED . 


The Massey Commission weighed with care all th 
arguments which have been submitted by the powerful 
vested interests which seek to deprive the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation of its present control of all 
broadcasting in Canada, Having weighed the evidence, 
the Commission decided against the claims of these vest- 
ed interests.

2. Sugar Beets 7. Grain. 

3. Farm Supplies. 8. Seed Growers 
4. Dairying. & Bee Kepers. 
5. Wool. 9, F.U.A. 

How Policies Advocated 


by Federation Originate 


The policies advocated by the Fed- 
eration are those which have origi- 
nated from individuals and have been 
endorsed by member bodies and con- 
sidered by the delegates attending the 
Annual Meeting of the Federation. 

They are directed toward Equality 
and Stability for agriculture. The 
average farmer wishes to establish 
living conditions on the farm compar- 
able with urban dwellers. At the same 


time, stability projected into the fu-’ 


ture is necessary if farming practices 
are to be such that they will conserve 
our soil for future generations and at 
the same time produce for world 
needs. 

Increasing Recognition of the 
Federation by Governments 


Through government action and 
consultation, the Federation is being 
recognized more and more by govern- 
ments and other authorities, and is 
being consulted with regard to agri- 
cultural policies. 

Through self-help programs v we have 
been responsible for shaping and ad- 
justing many patterns in trade and 
movement of our produce to the con- 
sumer. Increased support by the mem- 


bers and expansion in the co-op field,. 


will enable producers to deal more 
effectively with supply and demand 
and will tend to eliminate speculative 
interests. 

Government support is necessary to 
enable the ‘farmer to develop any 
phase of marketing for the better- 
ment of agriculture generally, Assist- 


ance is required through (a) Do- 
minion - Provincial Marketing legis- 
lation, (b) International Commodity 
Agreements on major farm products, 
(c) International marketing machin- 
ery for the distribution of surpluses. 


When Was the Alberta Federation 
of Agriculture Organized? 


The first organizational meeting 
was held in Red Deer, March 20th - 
21st, 1936. The first inaugural meet- 
ing was held in Calgary on July 23rd 
of the same year. At that time the 
organization was called the Alberta 
Co-operative Council. 


Why was the Federation 
Organized? ~ 

The growing need for co-ordinated 
effort of farm organizations in pre- 
senting the case for agriculture 
prompted farm leaders to take this 
action. Other provinces were doing 
likewise. The Western Agricultural 
Conference had been set up to deal 
with western problems, and the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture, at 
that time known as the Canadian 
Chamber of Agriculture, was in its in- 
fancy. Then there was the growing 
realization that agriculture needed to 
be organized on a wider basis than 
individual or provincial organizations. 


Further Expansion 

On January 9th, 1940, a_ special 
meeting of the Council was held in 
Red Deer. As a result of this meeting 
the name was changed to the Alberta 
Federation of Agriculture and full af- 
filiation with the Canadian Federa- 
tions of Agriculture was established. 
The scope of membership was ex- 
panded to include all farm organiza- 
tions as well as farm co-ops. . The 
Constitution reads: ‘‘The membership 
shall consist of any farm organization, 
corporate or otherwise, the adminis- 
tration of which is controlled by 
elected representatives of the mem- 
bership, if engaged: 

1. In producing. processing or pre- 
paring for marketing, or market- 
ing commodities produced on the 
farms of the members of such or- 
ganization. 

2. In.-buying, processing or distribu- 
ting commodities used on the 
farm or in the farm home, 

3. In the study, promoting and/or 
advancement of any _ specific 
branch or branches of agriculture 
or the interests of agriculture 
generally. 

4. Application for membership must 
be approved by three-fourths | 
vote of the Board of Directors. 

Any membership may be terminated 
by. a three-fourths vote of the Board 
of Directors after thirty days’ notice 
of such contemplated action, and op- 
portunity for the presenting of an oral 
or written statement to the Board by 
the member organization concerned. 
Purposes of Federation 
Set Forth in Constitution 

The purposes of the Federation as | 
set forth in the Constitution, are as 
follows: 

(a) To advance on all possible oc- 
casions the interests of farmers and 
farmers’ co-operative organizations. 

(b) To co-ordinate the efforts of the 
various branches of agriculture for the 
purpose of promoting their common 
interests through collective action. 

(c) Persistently to study and protect 
the interests of the membership in 
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Heads Federation

relation to existing legislation and to 
legislation under consideration by the 
Provincial and Federal governments 
and to assist in formulating and pro- 
moting provincial and national poli- 
cies for agriculture. 


(d) Upon request, to assist member 
organizations as far as may be pos- 
sible, in the preparation and presenta- 
tion of statements, briefs, and other 
material dealing with problems pecu- 
liarly their own. 


(e) To publish such pamphlets, ma- 
gazines, newspapers or such other 
literature as may be deemed advis- 
able. 


(f) To compile statistical informa- 
tion relating to agriculture for the use 
of member organizations. 

(g). To co-operate with similar 
bodies in other provinces, and when 
desirable, to co-ordinate efforts with 
such bodies in the serving of the above 
purposes. 


How Does the Federation 
Function? 


1. Following each annual meeting, 
members of the Board meet with gov- 
ernments, and various other officials, 
and present the case of numerous poli- 
cies which have been thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and endorsed by the annual 
meeting. 

2. From time to time, our officials 
meet with government officials and 
others of authority, to deal with cur- 
rent questions as they arise. 
Presentations Made 
On National Problems 

3. On national problems, our pre- 
sentations are made through the 
C.F.A. to government and other proper 
authorities. 

4. At times it has been found ad- 
visable to appoint special committees 
to make a detailed study of a particu- 
lar matter before making submissions 
on the question. 

5. We have. worked with the pur- 
pose in mind of assisting others in 
authority to implement policies which 
are in the best interests of farmers. 
We do not endeavor to take credit 
for accomplishments in new legisla- 
tion or amendments to existing sta- 
tutes because we feel it is right and 
proper that those who are elected by

Tariff Regulations. — Earlier this 
spring we brought to your attention a 
number of items on which the Do- 
minion Government saw fit to remove 
the import tariffs. 

Since that time the trade conference 
at Torquay has been completed. 
During this conference a number of 
trade concessions were negotiated. 
Many of these work both ways; that 
is, the duty was lowered or removed 
on products coming into Canada and 
exported from Canada. In most cases 
the imports of these commodities are 
comparatively small while their ex- 
port from Canada could mean a con- 
siderable expansion in the market for 
these Canadian products. 

The big gains for Canadian farm- 
ers are found in the lowering of duties, 
or putting on the free list, of quite a 
number of items of farm equipment. 
These include the free entry of electric 
motors for use on farm implements; 
previous duty was 22% per cent. 
Pesticides and fungicides in packages 
over three pounds are duty free. 
Baling wire is on the free list and duty 
on woven or welded wire fencing is 
reduced by 5 per cent. : 

Grain and seed cleaners up to 100 
bushels per hour capacity have duty 
reduced by 10 per cent. 

One important concession made by 
the United States was the reduction of 
duty on sheep and lambs from $3.00 
to 75 cents. There were many other 
items, but,the above are of major im- 
portance to Alberta farmers.

“In this conference world farmers 
have recognized and emphasized the 
urgency of doing all in their power to 
step up production per man and ag- 
gregate output of food and agricultu- 
ral products, They consider this of 
paramount importance for defence 
under the stress of current world ten- 
sions, and as a deterrent to inflation, 
from the short time point of view, and 
as fundamentally right from the long 
term view as well. They believe, 
moreover, that the same policy must 
apply to industry. 

“Consistent with LF.A.P.’s policy in 
former years, the conference has high- 
lighted the fact that this capacity and 
expanding production goal can be 
achieved only by proper incentives — 
not merely exhortation. Those incen- 
tives must be remunerative prices plus 
reasonable security ahead in markets 
and effective demand. Under today’s 
emergency conditions, the providing 
and expanding production of agricul- 
tural requisites in farm supplies, and 
machinery, which may be in short 
supply, the handling of; manpower 
policies, the provision of production 
credit, become vital considerations if 
attainment of abundant production of 
food and fibre is to be realized. 

“The need for this all-embracing in- 
centive has prompted I.F.A.P. to re- 
declare its faith in a greater measure 
of stability of prices in world markets, 
using international commodity agree- 


‘ments, and in the need of greater in- 


tergovernmental co-operation in mcet- 
ing problems of surplus and scarcity.”

Claresholm F.W.U.A. 
Conference Success 


Ask Royal Commission to 
Study Wheat Payment 


Appointment of a Royal Commis- 
sion, half of whose members should be 
Western farmers, to study the possi- 
bility of a further payment on wheat 
sold in the Five-year Pool; raising of 
the domestic price of wheat to $2.25; 
and a wheat board made up entirely 
of wheat growers; were advocated in 
resolutions carried by the recent 
F.W.U.A. Conference in Claresholm, 
writes Mrs. Vera W. Gillespie in a 
comprehengive report to The Western 
Farm Leader. 

Other suggestions were that courses 
in chemistry and mathematics be sim- 
plified, to enable more rural students 
to gain University entrance; that more 
composite schools be. set up; that the 
Alberta Government assume responsi- 
bility for rural telephones. 

Rural Power Lines 

On the matter of rural power, the 
conference propesed that the Alberta 
Government assume the cost of build- 
ing rural power lines, establish a Pow- 
er Commission, and obtain equipment 
for farmers as is done in Manitoba. 

Coming to organization matters, the 
Conference asked the F.W.U.A, Exe- 
cutive to set up a convenership of re- 
creation. It was also suggested that 
the organization adopt a “set-aside” 
of one-tenth of one per cent from pr6- 
duce sales,.using the money to “pro- 
perly finance our farm organizations 
and pay our farm leaders in propor- 
tion to the work they do, and on a 
basis equal to that of: other indus- 
tries.”

Cultivating Worms for the Garden 


Comiox, B.C. 
Dear Farm Women: 

My last few letters have been about 
enthusiasts I have met, and if you 
remember they-had quite widely diver- 
sified interests. But last night I talk- 
ed to a woman who could quite 
measure up with her enthusiasm. Her 
subject may sound an_ insignificant 
one to many and to some, far from 
a pleasant one. It was worms; not 
ordinary ones, but domesticated earth 
worms, although possibly some few 
of you may not know there are such 
creatures. 

I could not but think that perhaps 
some remember when we were inter- 
ested in worms, but it was probably 
to put on a fish hook — a most un- 
sportsmanlike manner of indulging in 
the sport of fishing in the eyes of 
many.

Her enthusiasm was for the cul- 
ture of these domesticated worms in

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the interests of gardening, and she 
said she warned anyone who took up 
this kind of culture that they would 
never be the same again, as she consi- 
dered it a most intriguing experience 
in which to become entangled with a 
multitude of interests you wanted to 
go on and on and know more. And 
as yet the number of keen enthusiasts 
in their culture is sufficiently limited 
that they rather feel they are bound 
together by this their common inter- 
est. In fact as she talked, there were 
times when she seemed as much inter- 
ested in the different people she could 
quote and with whom she had corres- 
ponded, etc., as she was in the worms 
themselves. 


Do Not Migrate 


One of the outstanding differences 
between these worms and the ordinary 
earth worm, she tells me, is that the 
domesticated ones will not migrate as 
do the native worms, but ‘will stay 
where a colony is started and spread 
out from that spot. Another import- 
ant difference was that instead of 
bringing their castings to the surface, 
as we often see, they are accommo- 
dating enough to bring them below 
the surface, where the roots of the 
plants may readily absorb them. 

The worm enthusiast is almost 
bound to be a compost enthusiast, 
and it is argued that this organic en- 
riching of the soil with the compost 
enriched and bestirred by the* worms 
makes for a much more wholesome 
vegetable crop for human consumption 
than the one grown with artificial 
fertilizer, 


Sold in Boxes 


As the woman I visited was breed- 
ing worms for sale, and for the sale 
of their castings, she had them in the 
type of boxes commonly used for that 
purpose, I believe. They are some 
foot and a half long, just over a foot 
wide and six inches deep. I also noted 
her price list, and while many of you 
have scanned catalogues for various 
types of price lists, I fancy few have 
compared worm lists. Breeders were 
$2.50 per 100, small worms $1.00 for 
400, capsules $1.50 per 100 and cast- 
ings 50 cents per pound. They are 
cheap to feed, she assured me, except 
for the special breeders, which are 
given a little cornmeal or chicken 
mash once a month, the others get 
garden and kitchen waste and veget- 
able peelings. 

There is no doubt that organic fer- 
tilization is much more generally con- 
sidered than formerly. Whole fields 
are seeded with the sole intent of the 
crop being plowed under to provide 


-——whumus and nourishment for the soil. 


People who have lived on the land 
for years realize there are other facts 
as well to be taken into consideration 
before being sure of the successful 
harvest. The weather, as we know, 
plays a most important part, and Al- 
berta, I note, has been rather roughly 
treated this last year — not lack of 
moisture this time, however. I might 
say that I thought I had done with 


eagerly watching for rain when I left -; 
the prairie, but now on Vancouver - 
Island I find that is far from the case. ~ 


Problems Are Varied 


Of course garden and farm problems 
are as varied as the enthusiasms I 
have noted. It may be the soil, it may 
be that the sub-soil is regrettably 
near the surface; it may be the stones 
—~.and that is very general here. Last 
night a man came in whose farm is 
some distance away in one of the nice 
low places which I think was a former 
slough in the woods. But his wife was

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The Wheat Situation 


By E. PATCHING, Publictty Dept. 
Alberta Wheat Pool 


This week brings to an end the 
month of June, and an. appraisal of 
the world wheat situation as it exists 
at the present time would indicate 
the likelihood of fairly abundant sup- 
plies for the crop year 1951-52, which 
started on August Ist. 

The northern hemisphere is the 
great wheat producing area, and 
North America the main wheat ex- 
porting region. The United States is 
quite likely to come through with an- 
other wheat crop in excess of a billion 
Adding the carryover there- 
to, that country should have total sup- 
plies of 1,355 million bushels. United 
States exports for 1950-51 may reach 
350-375 million bushels. A _ similar 
amount will be available for export 
next crop year. 


All Depends on Fall Frosts 


The Canadian wheat acreage is 
placed at 26 million acres, or one mil- 
lion below 1950. The wheat acreage 
of the prairies is estimated at 24.9 
million, down 900,000 from last year. 
Moisture conditions in the prairies 
have been generally good. The one 
drawback is the lateness of the crop. 
Given a frost-free period well into 
September, this area can produce an 
exceptionally good crop. One hesi- 
tates to make such a prediction, how- 
ever, with the recollection of last 
year’s August frosts in mind. The 1950 
Canadian wheat production totalled 
461.6 million bushels, and that of the 
prairies 427 million. 

Europe’s wheat production in 1950 
was placed at 1,520 million bushels. 
Reports from that continent indicate 
that this year’s wheat outturn will not 
be as large. The British wheat crop 
will certainly be substantially lower. 
On the continent, weather conditions 
have been favorable to growth: in 
most countries, but the acreage is 
smaller than in 1950. 


In Southern Hemisphere 


In Argentina and Australia, mois- 
ture conditions over most of the wheat 
regions have been generally satisfac- 
tory, according to reports received by 
the Canadian Bureau of Statistics, and 
seeding has made _ good progress. 
Those southern hemisphere countries 
do not harvest until December, which 
is their summertime. 

Recent reports from India and South 
Africa indicate that good crops are 
likely to be harvested. ‘ 

In Canada up to the first of May 
exports of wheat and wheat flour 
totalled 154 million bushels, while the 
balance then on hand for export and 
carryover was 264.9 million. Compara- 
tive figures on the same date in the 
previous year were 157.7 million bush- 


els for exports, with 179.6 million left 


for export and carryove?. 

Primary deliveries of wheat in the 
Prairie Provinces have been on the in- 
crease. The initial price drops by 20c 
a bushel on August lst, and will then 
be $1.40 for 1 northern, basis the ter- 
minal.

During the past month five District 
Conventions have been held at various 
points in the Province. 

The first was the Convention for 
District 13, which was held at Brooks 
on May 3l1st. Next were the Conven- 
tions for the Peace River area: District 
1 at Beaverlodge on June 14th and the 
B.C. Block at South Dawson Hall on 
June 15th, and District 2 at Peace River 
on June 18th. Following ‘these, the 
Convention for District 9 was held at 
Wetaskiwin on June 26th.

Elections held at these Conventions 
resulted in two changes in the Cen- 
tral Board. In District 1, Uri Powell of 
Sexsmith was elected to replace J. L. 
McIntosh of Dimsdale. In: District 2, 
Ray Hawley of Nampa replaced H. 
Restall of Ballater. In the other three 
cases the retiring Directors were re- 
elected. 

Two changes have taken place in 
the F.W.U.A. Board also. Mrs. Sam 
Simpson of Fairview was elected, re- 
placing Mrs. Beth Tachit who did not 
stand for re-election this year in Dis- 
trict 2. In District 9, Mrs..C. E. Jones 
of Millet was elected, replacing Mrs. 
Wm. Logan of Eckville who did not 
stand this year, 


At a recent meeting of the board of 
FUA District 12, in Vulcan, it was de- 
cided to arrange a series of meetings 
for July, to be addressed by President 
H. G. Young. A series for early June 
had had to be cancelled due to snow 
and rain.

Had the weather man been 
kind at Lethbridge on Satur- 
day, June 23rd, the Dominion 
Experimental Farm _ there 
would undoubtedly have wit- 
nessed a celebration of unus- 
ually largaproportions. Despite 
heavy roads and threatening 
weather which materialized in 
a real downpour in the after- 
noon, more than fifteen hun- 
dred people from the Co-opera- 
tives of the Southern Alberta 
area attended their Third An- 
qual Field Day. 

Addresses by Mr. Palmer, 
Superintendent of the Experi- 
mental Farm, and J.’R.. Love, 
President of the Alberta Co-op- 
erative Wholesale, were given 
to a crowd of several hundred 
people in a roomy garage. 

Musical items were supplied 
by local talent, including the 
Handley Cowboy Orchestra, 
which later turned what other- 
wise might have been a dull 
afternoon into merry making 
with square dancing on the con- 
crete floor. 

The sports events and tour of the 
Farm had to be abandoned. The num- 
erous young fry present made innum- 
erable trips through the rain from 
their parents’ cars or the farm build- 
ings to the big marquees where on pre- 
sentation of tickets they obtained re- 
freshments free. 

In his address, Mr. Love made com- 
plimentary reference to the pioneers 
who founded Lethbridge and the irri- 
gation system of the district, having 
particularly in mind the Diamond Jubi- 
lee celebration scheduled for the fol- 
lowing week. 

Russell Love Gives Warning 
Mr. Love expressed the view that the 


’ present relative prosperity of agriculture 


was founded on preparation for war and 
could not continue indefinitely. Speak- 
ing as a farmer he strongly advised 
against going into debt at this time of 
inflated prices. He made a strong plea 
for community co-operation in general, 
and for the support of co-operative in- 
stitutions in particular. 

Mr. Palmer informed the audience 
that the Experimental Station was 
making good*progress in developing a 
variety of wheat superior to any cur- 
rently in use, and was producing a 
strain of tomatoes (suitable for the 
short season of Southern Alberta) 
which would extend the already im- 
portant canning industry of the irriga- 
tion area,

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Chemical Control Now 


of Couch Grass 
A new chemical that will control 
couch grass is discussed by Dr. F. J. 
Greaney, director Line Elevators Farm 
Service, in a recent bulletin. This 
chemical, known as,TCA, will kill 
couch grass with relatively high rates 
of application,. and, in lower dosages, 
retard its growth. Its real value, says 
Dr. Greaney, lies in its use as a treat- 
ment for small patches — spot treat- 
ment. In cases established stands, 80 to 
100 pounds of TCA acid per acre applied 
as a water spray, will give effective 
control in most cases. TCA is jrritat® 
ing to the skin. and ey warns Dr. 
Greaney, and will cause burns if there 
is long contact; instructions of the 
manufacturers should be followed 
strictly in using.

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Strawberry Shortcake: Sift together 
2 cups flour, 5 level tsp. baking pow- 
der, 1 tsp. sugar; cut in with a knife 
% cup shortening; mix in, as quickly 
as possible % cup milk, turn out on 
a floured board, divide in two, and pat 
into flat rounds to fill two layer cake 
tins. Bake in a very hot oven for 8 
minutes, reduce heat and bake for 
another 7 minutes, Put together with 
crushed, sweetened berries, cover with 
whipped cream, garnish with whole 
berries. 

Caramel Custard: Brown half a cup 
of sugar over the fire, add % cup 
boiling water and dissolve. Beat 3 
eggs, add 2 tbs. sugar, 1 tsp. vanilla, 
% tsp. salt, 2%cups milk and the cara- 
mel; bake in a moderate oven. 

Sour Cream Dressing: Combine % 
tsp. mustard, 1 tsp. salt, 1 tbs. flour, 
2 tbs. sugar, 1 tbs butter and 
a few grains of cayenne; add 
% cup each vinegar and water; 
cook over. boiling water until 
thick, add the beaten yolk of 1 egg, 
and cook a few minutes longer. Cool, 
and add 1 cup sour cream whipped un- 
til stiff.
